 Garudy is a mythical golden bird of 
ancient Oriental legend, but, as portrayed on 
Indonesia's new national coat af arms, it looks 
remarkably Uke our own American eagle. It 
carries in‘its talons, rather than its beak, the 
motto Bkbmeka Tongeal fee (Many Remain 
One). which has almost the same meaning as 
our FE Pleribnes Unum, 

‘The sinlarity is hardly a colncidence, for 
Indonesin’s leaders like to compare their five- 
year strugele for independence with our Ameri- 
can Revolution, Many of their slozans have 
heen taken from words of George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln, The Republic's con- 
stiiution, in part, is patterned after ours. 


80,000,000 People on 3,000 Islands 


Physically, Indonesia bears little resem- 
blasce to the United States, Somewhat 
smaller in land aréa than our Thirteen Original 
States, Indonesia consists of a chain of 3,000 
Jush voleanie islands strewn along the Equator 
all the way from the mainland of Asia to the 
northern tip of Australia, a span of 3,000 miles 
(map, paze 6). On these islands live 80,- 
000,000 people, nearly os many as in. Japan. 

‘Twice im the last five years, while in the 
Far East, | bad made tentative plans to visit 
the islands. Both times beavy fighting bad 
broken out to halt my . Last May, 
in Bangkok, Thalland, I received o cable that 
my application for & visa was approved, pro- 
vided T made my own arrangements fur ac- 
commoda tions. 

“That may mean sharing a room with others 


or staying with friends,” sald the genial consul 
with whom I talked, “Our hotels age croweled, 
ut I believe that such a condition is not re- 
stricted to my country.” 

T agreed. 

“Have you visited Indonesia before?” he 
asked, without looking at the multiple copies 
of the entrance form [bad tilled out. 

T mentioned that 1 Bad been in Jaw and 
Sumatra many-yearsago and bad done articles 
and color photographs on both islands.” 

“Then you are familiar with my country, 
but you will find many changes now," he said, 


Indonesians Hail Merdeke (Freedom) 


One of the first changes I found when 1 
reached the islands was in the place names. 
Dutch names, many of which existed during 
the 300 years of colonial rule, are gane. Tn- 
donesian ones have taken their place. 

Flying to Juva, T landed at Diskarta, new 
name for old Batavia. Buitenzorg, formerly 
the residence of the Dutch Governor General, 
inland in the mountains, new is Boyer. Gov- 
ernment offices and streets bear Indonesian 
mimes, 

The big rectangular greensward in the een- 
ter of the modern section af Djakarta, once 
known as the Koenigsplein, has become Lapan- 
gan Merdeka (Freedom Place). 

Merdeka (Freedom), a key word among the 
Indonesians ever since they announced thelr 
independence immediately following the capit- 
ulation of the Japanese in World War TI, fs

Republican Indonesia Tries Its Wings 


The black-market exchange on sosuggled 
American dollars, E was told, was anywhere 
from 25 ta 30 ruplah for a dollar. 

Leaving Djakarta 1 took to the wings of the 
Garuda—the Garuda Indonesian Airways—to 
see other parts of Indonesia. The Garuda ait- 
ways form an elaborate network throughout 
the island chain, Inking the larger cities, 

Formerly operated by the Dutch, the air- 
Tine now is owned by Indonesians; manage- 
ment is jointly controlled. The pilots are 
Dutch, the office force Indonesian, 

T flew first to Dijokjakarta (usually abbre- 
viated 19 Djokja), capital of the old sultanate 
of central Java, and for a time center of the 
Republican movement. 

Tt was Tate May and the dry season sup- 
pee: had begun. But the night before T 
eft it rained heavily, ‘The morning duwnerl 
clear, and, as was often the case while travel- 
ing in Indonesia, 1 saw dawn from the airport, 

Rains hod washed the sky clean of dust and 
smoke. Beldw us spread the island's sparkling, 
gurdenlike plains; steep voleanic mountains 
were sharply etched on the herteon to the 
south, Rice fields formed vivid grven-and- 
mold patches of shone like silver where diked 
plots turd) just heen flooded for a new crop, 

Terraces stairstep every ravine and river- 
hank and contour the gullies. Other terraces 
clamber up the steep sides of the metatetains 
(yuutes 28 and 29). Futny villages cluster in 
groves of coconut palms and other trees be- 
side the open plains and deeper green plinta- 
tions.

Les than an hour out of Djakarta we vame 
abreast of Tjareme volcano, passing so close 
that cur left wingtip seemed almost to brus! 
its wooded slope. Although we were flying 
at 8.000 feet, the upper part of its cone tow 
ered 2,000 feet above us. 

Soon we passed still hicher Slamet. Second 
highest peak In Jawa, it rears to 11,247 feet- 
swe neared Djokjakarta, 2 pow of shirp 
peaks loomed before us: From one af them, 
Merapi, issued a curling white plume of 
smoke (page 27). Tp all) some 300 voleanoes 
form a knobbed backbone the length of the 
Indonesian archipelngo. Sixty are active. 
Some ire fire-lreathing monsters, but the 
island scil is rich from the ashes, mud, and 
lava that have poured from their craters. 

At Djakarta we had passed through ewstoms 
before we bourded the plane. When we 
arrived at Djokja, we bad to go through 
customs agin, Healt authorities checked 
out wiccination Certificates to see that we 
were immune to smallpox. Those without 


certificates and these who left them behind 
had tw roll us their sleeves and be vaccinated 
by the doctor. 

Throughout my tour in the islands 1 found 
customs counters at almost every airport 
Now that Indonesia, since August 17, 1950, 
is reorganized into a single unified Repub 
jit, rather than a federation of States, such 
formalities may eventually be abandoned. 

Since the country has ei independence 
and its capital is tow Djakarta, Djokia no 
longer is so active as when it was healquarters 
Of the Republican forces. Comparatively little 
damage wils done to the city when the Dutch, 
in 1948, moved in during their second police 
action, 


Art of the Batik Makers 


While wandering about the city T saw the 
world-famous batik makers at work. Bothwith 
metal block stumps und by hand they applied 
wax to the cloth to cover it for the various 
stages of dyeing. Manayers complained that 
they were forced again to use native vegetable 
dyes instead af synthetic dyes from Europe, 
but the sarongs and scarfs they produce are 
softer in tones for the shortage (page 2)~ 

Tn other shops — found silversmiths ham 
mering and polishing pieces of silver, TMandi- 
craft workers also cut beautifully filiyreed 
fans, wayeng (shadow play) puppets, and 
dancers’ headdresses and neckpieces from gout 
skin and buffala hide. 

‘The large array of buildings of the Kriten, 
or Sultan's palace, seemed almost deserted, 
Ratik-turbaned retainers who showed me 
sTound wore wavy-bladed Aries tucked in the 
lack of the belts wirding thelr long saronjes- 

Hamengko Buwone TX, the Sultan of 
Djokjakarta, is absent from his palace much 
of the time. but he returned brielly. during 
my stay. Young and progressive, be haat onm- 
manded the anti-Dutch Republican forces and 
is now Vier-lremier (page 5)- 

Traditivnal Javanese dances are rarely given 
at the palace now, but one of the scholarly 
princes, Tedjakusuma, conducts a sehoal to 
train yiowne students in the classical art. 
When | visited his school youngsters ne 
more thats 7 or 8 years oll were learning 
difficult postures, how to move prms-and legs 
in proper rhythm, and how to Mutter their 
fingers. 

Later | had opportunity to photograph ma- 
ture dancers enacting episodes drawn from ari- 
cient Indian epics, the Medubharate and 
Romayana* while rich mellow gongs and

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drums of the gomelan (orchestra) furnished 
the music (page 31). 

Out in the countryside around Djokfa men 
and women worked in the rice fields. Every 
stage of rice growing can be seen within the 
radius of a few fields, for tropical Jawa has 
no well-defined seasons (page 35). 

In sume fields harvesters nipped the ripened 
heads with small knives held in the palms of 
thoir hanes. 

Elsewhere groups of farmiolk waded nearly 
knee-deep in water and mud, transplanting 
young rice seedlings. Farmers scratched dry 
soil with primitive ox-deawn plows or churned 
the mud with wooden-toothed barrows. 

Centurics-old Farming Methods 

When the huge stone Buddhist temple of 
Borobudur and the Hindu temples of Pram- 
banun were built on the central Java plain 
some 1,100 years ago, farmers were probably 
using the same methods as now. 

To get to Borobudur, some 20 miles north- 
west of the city, | had to take the long way 
around, A bridge was under repair. Along 
the way we met mitny oxcarts coming to mar- 
ket. Sides of the cart bodies and their big 
woven canopies are decorated with vivid 
painted patterns (page 32). 

At Magelang I saw dramatic results of the 
1948 fighting. Most of the large buildings in 
the city had been damaged or completely 
wrecked, either im military operations or in 
the scorcher-earth tactics adopted by the Indi- 
nesions. En route we also saw a large sugar 
mill that had been smashed and burned into 
a junk heap of twisted! girders ancl broken. 
machinery. 

1 had seen ancient Borbbudur before, but 
ugain it was a thrill to swing around a curve 
in the highway and see its terraced pyramid 
and stone dagobas rising above a low hill 
against a backdrop of higher green mountains, 

‘Trying my legs on its steep stairways and 
walking around its carved-wall terraces, [ ap- 
preciated how grandly the Oth-century Bud- 
dhist artists built, They encased a whole hill- 
top with stone, pictured the life of Buddha 
in deep carvings, and climaxed the temple 
crown with numerous Buddhas set in latticed 
stone shrines (page 30).* 

Apparently early Buddhists and Hindus 
dwelt peacefully side by side, for only a few 
miles eastward from Djokja are the extensive 
ruins of Hindu-built Prambanan (page 27), 

Despite the rebuilding necessary to erase te- 
cent war destruction, 1 saw workers busily 
reconstructing the fallen stones of ancient 
Prambanan, a task begun by the Dutch, ‘The 
job is like trying to piece together a colossal 


or within its walled enclosure 
we shrine to Siva, seven smaller 
shrines, and scores of small cell-like buildings. 

Though Indonesia now has its independence. 
the country is plagued by many problems in 
its return t1 peace. There is stil] unrest 
among some dissident groups. When T asked 
to go to Surakarta (Sola), seat of the second 
sultanate, just northeast of Djokja, I was ad- 
vised not to go. Some young hotheads had 
taken to stoning cars on the highways. 

Supporters of the Dern! fem (World of 
Tslam) in the mountains around Garut, in the 
southern portion of western Java, are wnrec- 
onciled. Many young men who fought with 
the Dutch also roam the countryside, usinu 
their weapons to compensate for their unem- 
ployment. 

In the vicinity of Surabaja, chief city and 
important naval hase in eastern Java, bands 
of guerrillas were active, 

During the three years of Japanese orcu- 
pation there was considerable dislocation of 
agriculture, Food was not allowed to be 
transported from one district to another; each 
district had to become self-sustaining. Con- 
sequently, lands which grew such export crops 
as sugar, tapioca, and Sumatran tobacco were 
tumed to raising food, 

The substquent struggle between Jocal and 
Dutch forces not only delayed the return to 
normal but added to the destruction. How- 
ever, the 1949-30 rice crop of about 6,500,000 
tons is almost up to prewar levels, Native 
rubber production is above prewar vears, but 
plantation rubber is about 70 percent of its 
normal arnount, 

Because of large postwar investments of for- 
eign capital to rebuild oil installations in 
Domes and Sunutra, oil output is the highest 
ever. 

Tn 1949 the yield of crude oil was45,206,000 
barrels, and refineries, importing some crude, 
produced 47,531,000 barrels, 


Bali Seems a World Apart 


Tt isa fight of only 14¢ hours from Sura- 
baja to Denpasar, an the island of Bali. 
Most of the fight is over land, for, geagraphi- 
cally, Bali has escaped being attached to Java 
by only a little more than a mile-wide span 
of sea, 

‘This has been an important, if marrow, water 
gap. Crossing it, L felt T had reached a dis- 
tant land and a different age. 

From the 13th to the 16th centuries, when 
Islam swept over Sumatra and Java, its influ-

ence halted at the shores of Bali. Instead of 
rising mosques to the Prophet, the Bulinese 
continued to build elaborate stone and brick 
temples to their Hindu gods—andl still do, 

While Java, Sumatra, and other islands bear 
new war scars, in Bali it seoms almost as if 
war never had been. 

The Japanese, I-was told, had halted dances 
and large temple feasts, but again. communities 
haye organized trowpes of dancers, and the 
thythmic gamelans seem not to. have missed 
a single beat of their gongs. 

Hind) temples, feasts, glittering dances, 
rippling music, weird stone gods, graceful 
golden-bronze bodies, cockfights, lofty vol- 
canoes, and spectacular rice terraces—all are 
here, Bali is unchanged, unspoiled.* 

TL traveled anywhere 1 chase and encoun- 
tered only smiles sind cordiality, 

‘The Balinese love their island and their 
gods Tilling the plains and steep nisuntain 
terraces, they build temples to their rice gud- 
dess (page 25). Growing coconuts, coffee, 
fruit, and other nonirrigated c they devli- 
cute a temple to that agriculture Dancing, 
they entertain their gods and at the same time 
entertain, themselyes. 

Muny photographs an! much copy have 
been made of the bare breasts of Balinese 
women. Balinese in tirn are shocked at the 
revelation of lege by Western women wearing 
shorts and abbreviated bathing sttits, 

Bali's civilization is ancient, its traditions 
and practices tested by time; their customs 
suit the Halinese, so why change? 


Twins of Different Sexes Bad Luck 


At a crossroads near Denpasar [saw a small 
temporary shack with matting side walls and a 
thatch ron, set near agrotescque stone god. 1 
inquired what It was for 

“I's a house for a woman who has: given 
hirth to bwins,” said the islander who was ac- 
companying me. “A womun who haa twins, 
a hoy and a girl, hos to move from her own 
house and stay at a road crossing or a ceme- 
tery for 42 days," 

“What if the twins are both boys or girls?” 
T psked. 

“That's all right; it's bad luck only when 
they are a boy and a girl,” 

Lasked if the youngsters were well and wha 
tovuk care of the mother and children. 

es, the babies were doing well, Relatives 
and the husband took care of the mother and 
brought her food, 

“Let's go in and see them," the man sug- 
gested. 

We went to the flap entrance, announced 
aur presence, and were immediately invited 
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inside, The father was there, fondling his 
young, am the mother, nursing the girl, Bloth 
hw 


They hive to stay here eight days more,” 
the father sald. 

When the 42 days are up, the thatched but 
is burned and the mother has to go through « 
enetae teremony before she can return

Teeth Filed as Mark of Maturity 


Farther along the row, as we passed 
through a small village, we saw several peopli: 
carrying gifts into a mud-walled enclosure. 
Toquiry revealed that they were going to a 
tooth-tiling ceremony. 

Tn the courtyard of the household a raised 
pavilion had been built. In it was a- bed, 
aman seated at the head. On either side of 
the pavilion were racks filled with offerings af 
fruit, ments, rice, and flowers, built into tall 
brillant cones, Long decorative streamers 
hung from the pavilinn. 

‘Over at the side of one of the houses a tall 
thateh-roofed plutforn of bamboo had been 
erected. On it sat. wispy-hearded Brahman 
priest, alternately chanting prayers and tin- 
Kling m small bell. 

Two youths in their early teens were to 
have their teeth filed as a symbol that they 
had reached maturity. The “dentist,” who sat 
wt the head of the couch, had the boys bite 
inte a piece of sugar cane. After studying the 
“bite.” he evened vif the irregularities of the 
points of their teeth, 

The boys’ teeth showed little difference 
after the filing, but they had attained mature 
position in the eyes of the community. 

As 1 drove about the istend, I saw a fontas- 
tic number of temples—village temples, family 
temples where members placed offerings to 
their ancestirs, und personal temples, shrines 
to Siva, Vishnu, and Brahma. Tiny: spirit 
shrines dot the rice fields, 

Many of the lnrge brick-and-stone: struc~ 
tures seemed hoory with age, but on their 
gateways and walls carvings pictured bicycle 
riders, policemen on motorcycles, a gogeled 
alrplane pilot zooming down among sculptured 
demons and gods, and a Dutchman drinking 
beer! 

The gray volcanic building stone & so soit 
that it weathers quickly in Bali's moist cli- 
mate. “Ancient” shrines may be no more 
than 30 or 40 years old. 

T watched workmen carving gods, demons,

temples. Qetails took shope rapidly under 
their knives and) chisels. The stone is little 
harder than sun-dried Cay and can be 
seratehed with the thumbnail (page 16). 

Looping through villages on the plains north 
of Denpasar, we came upon busy markets 
where district folk congregated with grains, 
fruits, vegetables, anc other wares, 
filed along the roads balancing heavy burdons 
om their heeds (page 25); men curried prod- 
wee on shoulder poles (page 32) or walked 
wong unencumbered. 

In some villages home workers shaped clay 
rice pats an hand-turied potter's wheels and 
stacked the “green” pots in kilns for firing. 
Elsewhere carvers chiseled anil polished beau- 
tifully fashioned heads and figures af wood, 
or-etched delicate designs on bone, horn, and 
eoconut shells, 

Lazy sway-bucked pigs grunted in court- 
yards of family dwellings. Fattened, they-are 
tated to market in big opemvork bamboo bes 
kets, often piled into trucks lke cordwoud. 

Alone the roads we saw countless fighting 
cocks sunning in wicker cages or being groomed 
by their masters (page 26). When the Dutch 
were here they frowned wpon Balinese cock- 
fighting, bit often turned their heads when 
men got together for a lively cockfight in 
some inconspicuous phice, 

One day we suw carts parked by the toad- 
side and people slipping off into bushy yilloge 
paths, We decirled to follow. A eockfight 
was ie the offing. 

Under a thatched pavilion competitors were 
matehing wp birds of equal size and weight. 
Opponents selected, the men attiehed sharp 
metal spurs to the cocks" legs. ‘There was a 
flurry of feathers as the first two hirds clashed. 
Evenly matehed, they struck no lethal’ blow: 
and were later separaterl. Some fights to the 
death Inst but an instant,

Vesters mystified) me, ‘They were carrying 
Jong slender reed wands like fishing rods, but 
they certainly were not fishing 

Although T have seen people catch fish in 
flooded rice plots, these fells were dry. Fur- 
thermore, the mods had na lines, Yet the 
wotnen and youngsters seemed to be intently 
ensting. So} stopped to find out what they 
were doin. 

They were catching dragonflies! The wands 
were smeared with sticky gum. and dragonflies 
disturbed by the harvesting were lured to 


alight on the sticks, Some “custers” also 
flicked their poles at the winging flies and 
snatched them: frome the att (opposite). 

“What do they do with them?" T asked 
my compantan. 

“Eat them,” he answered. “They are gond.” 

Like most visitors to Bali, T went to see the 
centuries-old tombs at ‘Tampaksiring, near 
the wenter of the island. Some miler had 
ordered elaborate monuments hewn for him- 
self and his wives in the solid stone walls-of 
the canyon, 

Not far distant another early monarch, war- 
ting with his neighbors, hat) a poison spring 
pour from the ground to poigon his enemies, 
‘Hur the gods intervened, A sparkling spring 
of pure water now gushes in its place and is 
Piped into a large community bath. One out- 
let is dry as proof of the tale of the poisoned 
water, 

In the sacred forest of Sangeh we bought 
peanuts and corn for iroops of greedy meon- 

evs. When the pale (nutmeg) trees of the 
forest fall of their own accord, they are used 
to build temples. 

Three main roads cut across the island 16 
its northern coast, The more ensierly ont 
winds over the mountains almost in the shadew 
of Agung, also culled the Peak of Bali, for it 
je the island's highest. [rs sacred symmetrical 

cone townrs to more thar 10,000 feet (p. 26), 

Twisting up the highway to the mountain 
saddle, we came to amani. © corruption nf 
Tiinta Mani, meaning “Beautiful Ring.” ‘The 
ting is the rim qf a huge volcanic crater within 
which is cupped Lake Banur, 

On the western side of the crater rises a 
volcanic peak, also called Batur. Severs] 
times in earlier Balinese memory it erupted. 
Once its lava flow halted at the very gateway 
of the village temple on the plain helow. Tn 
1926 it erupted again. The Dutch had difi- 
culty evacuating the peopke when it became 
evident that the laya stream was not going to 
stop as it had before, The abandoned village 
was completely engulfed. 

Batur’s slopes and the old crater floor bor- 
dering the lake are blackened with the lava 
flow, Near its siimmit two or three wents 
emit: small clouds of smoke, 

The mountain range extends east and west 
the full length of the island. Theee other lnkes 
somewhat smaller than Batur are cradled in 
the hills near the central creés-islinnd road. 

Scarlet poinsettias, growing wild in the cooler 
highlands, splash the green slopes (page 14), 
In places they are planted as hedges around 
pastures where grave Ba dainty-hoofed 
cattle.

On the northern slopes of the mountains we 
wound through coffee pluntations ane amid 
a magnificent array of rice terraces (page 15). 
Diked rice plots mount the steep: hillsides 
like gigantic staircases, but up these no giant 
could climh without getting his feet wet! 

Singaradja and its adjacent port of Bule- 
lene bear a strong imprint of the Dutch, 
Many of the buildings are Western style, and 
the palace of the district rain is decicledly 
modernistic.

‘These young girls are no amateurs. They 
train almost from the time they are babes; 
their careers end before they reach their teens. 

Deeply exciting, too, were the massed chants 
of the men inthe tetjad, or so-called monkey 
dance, [ saw one evening at Bona, Two hun- 
dred men, tare to the waist, sat in concentric 
circles about a Hight standard upon which 
cotanut-oll Hames burned. Their voices rose 
and fell; as antes trailed off in one portion pf 
the circle, they were caught wp in another. 

One moment the bronze-hodied players were 
in sitting position, in another they had thrown 
themselves back, circle against circle; then 
sudtienly orms and fingers Muttered skyward 
as voices excitedly cried “Ke—tiak—ke—tjak. 
—ke—tjak."” 

Northeast of Bali, in Makassar and Am- 
boina, disturbunees had broken out; instead 
of going there I flew back to Djakarta and 
Thence to Sumatra. 

Sumatra is big and, as we flew diagonally 
across its southern half to Padang on the west 
epast, it seemed ulmost uninhabited. Forests 
cover its plains and its rugged backbone of 
mountains. In only a few places did [ see rice 
fields and plantations. 

About 354 times the size of Java, Sumatra 
has less than 3 fourth the population of that 
crowded istant, 

Padang nestles amid coconut palms beside 
the sea. [is harbor, Telukbajursumatera, 
some three miles away, formerly called Emma- 
haven, is an outlet for coal and for farm prod- 
uce of the fertile Padang Highlands. 

At Padang [ shared « botel mom with a 
young Dutch agriculturist who maintained 


large truck.gatdens and a dairy in the Bare 
dung district in the hills uf west Java. He 
had built up a sizable business furnishing 
Djakarta hotels with safe fresh vegetables, 
sanitary milk, and butter, Quantities of veges 
tables, especially lettuce and cauliflower, were 
also shipped to Singapore. 

Now this enterprising man was waiting for 
a ship bound to Sibolga, where he was going to 
investizate the Tapanull distriet south of Lake 
‘Toba (page 40). Batuk village headmen there 
had offered him ss much lund as he wanted. 
The plan was to put hundreds of acres under 
mechanical cultivation to supply vegetables, 
beef, and pork to Southeast Asia markets, 

Except for its sunny beach anil sea breezes, 
Padang’s attractions are few. Close behind it, 
however, rears the motintain range into which 
twists a delightful highway that mounts t 
the Padang Highlands. 

Through the kindness of Padang's mayor, 
T found an interpreter companion and off we 
started in a midget car for Padangpandjang 
and Bukittinggi (formerly Fort de Kock). 

The read twists and squirms through the 
hillsand up Anai River gorge, through which 
also climbs a cog railway. Lusuriant tropical 
trees and thick twining vines mantle the sts 
elifis, At one bend in the highway « waterfall 
leays from a cliff and plunges into a pool so 
close to the road that it spatters spray on 
windshields of passing curs. 

At Padangpandjang we saw a number of 
the strange upturned roofs of the Minangka- 
bau homes. Hornlike gables rise so high above 
the middle of the roofs that the ridyepoles 
look like a bread U. 

Moslems Feast Before They Fast 

Mosques clot the highlanels, for the Minang- 
kabau people are strict Moslems. Many 
women dressed in their holiday best walker! 
along the roads, carrying trays balanced on 
their heads. Brilliant handwoven cloths cow. 
éred the contents of their bead burdens. 

“They are taking foods to relatives,” sald] 
my companion, “Young wives especially ro 
to visit thelr mothers and mothers-in-law just 
before our holy month of Ramadan, Our fast 
month begins day after tomorrow and we di: 
not cat during the day. Feasting and wed- 
dings come before or after our holy month.” 

We found the menfolk enjoying themselves 
in a different manner, Along the hithways. 
we passed scores of them with dogs trotting 
at their heels. Some carried guns. They were 
returning from a wild pig hunt: muddy and 
frayed clothes bore witness-to the roughness of 
the countryside, Sometimes several hundred 
men of the district go on these pig hunts, 


Sheets of Raw Rubber Demons 
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Some 2,000,000 people of Sumatra belong 
to the Minangkabau tribal clans. They trace 
their descent through the matemnal side of the 
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last day of school before the Ramadan holi- 
‘days by going on a picnic hike along the tim 
of the Kerbauwengat (Ruflulo Gorge), adeep 
ravine carved in the volcanic earth at the edge 
‘of the town (page 38). 

Mapwise, Sumatra js almost perfectly bal- 
anced across the Equator. The line lies only 
a few miles north of Bukittinggi, but the con- 
dition of the road northward discourages 
travel. 

Years ago when T visited Sumatra T rode by 
hus from Bukittinggi to Sibolja, round Lake 
Toba and to Metlan. This time T hud to re- 
turn to Padang and fly across the island, 

It was a clear morning when we took off, 
Not a cloud covered the mountains, and, as we 
few northward, I had a splendid view of the 
volcanoes. 

It was still clear when we crossed straight 
over the middle of Lake Toba. One can 
best gain an idea of the geography of the lake 
from the air, It reminded me of a Pacific 
atoll in reverse. Instead of being a ring 
of land surrounder by water, with a central 
lagoon, Toba is an oval of water surrounded 
by lund, with more land in the middle 
(page 3%). 

Though the luke is more than $0 miles 
long and a third ss wide, it probably has 
a smaller water area than any Jake of its 
size, for in its center rises Samosir Island, 
itself some 27 miles long and nearly haif as 
wide (page 34). 

After reaching Medan, I motored back to 
Toba to see some of the Batak tribesmen who 
live in the region,* 

Most of the interesting old hampongs (vil- 
Tages) of the Bataks have vanished in recent 
years. Buta few of the huge communal. long 
houses still exist. They bave tall thatch roofs, 
uptilted at the ends, and carved wooden gables. 
Buffalo hors decorate gable peaks of the 
houses and pavilioned outbuildings. 

Ht was Saturday, market day, when we vis- 
ited Prapat, on the east shore of Lake Toba, 
Hundreds of Tobanese thronged into market, 
afoot, by bus, and by boat (page 34), 

Medan, administrative center for eastern 
Sumatra, is a spick-and-span modern town. 
Even the Chinese shop signs on many of its 
buildings fail to give it an Oriental appearance. 

The acres of tobacco (page 21) and the 
dil-paim and rubber plantations have made 
this portion of Sumatra highly prosperqus, 

Elephant Shoves Truck off Road 

Northward from Medan are oil wells, Oil- 
men searching for new sources in the wild 
Achin district in the north sometimes- find 
more than just oil. 


On the trail one day a.truckload of drillers 
sighted an elephunt and stopped. The elephant 
also sighted then i came up to investigate, 
Apparently disliking the idea of the truck 
blocking the road, he began pushing on the 
front bumper and skidded the heavy vehicle 
backward, 

He then decided upon a now approach, 
Walking around to the side of the truck, he 
ealtaly showed it off on the madside and walked 
on! Fortunately, the car was not overturned. 
Unharmed, but with nerves a bit shaken, the 
drillers drove into camp.

Pipe Lines Bring Oil to Palembang 


Leaying Medan, I flew southward to Palem- 
bang, Sumatra’s “oil capital,” near the south- 
ern end of the island. 

Though the west coast of Sumatra is moun- 
lainous, its east const is a low plain, trailing 
off into mangrove swamps. A fleet of islands 
lies off the const, and on Bangka, particularly, 
are extensive tin mines. 

Palembang lies far from the coast, but it 
Seems almost an aquatic town. Part of it 
Stands on stilts along the banks of the broad, 
muddy Musi River; a sizable portion also 
floats an its waters (page 37), 

Tnoumerable floating houses are anchored 
near the banks by poles, so that they rise or 
fall with the stream but capnot drift away. 
Small sampans, housebnats, cargo. boats, and 
big barges are legion. Plying up and down 
stream are ancient stern-wheelers. 

Big freighters and oil tankers likewise an- 
chor in the river, for only a short distance 
outside town are two large refineries, one 

ted by Standard-Vacuum and the other 
by Shell. Oil is piped in from wells in the 
interior, 

Roth refineries are virtually cities in them- 
stlves, for, although many of the workers live 
in town, hundreds of others live in trim com- 
jwunds, They have their own shops, markets, 
recreation centers, and schools, 

Palembang, like the Medan district, has oil- 
palm groves and rubber plantations: While 
foaming outlying roads, 1 saw workmen col- 
lecting oil-palm seeds and “milking” the rub- 
ber trees (page.25), 

In my trip through Java, Ball, and Sumatra 
I found that the ‘wealth of the Indies" js no 
obsolete phrase, ‘The new Republic feels that 
with the reins of government in its own hands 
Indonesia will continue to prosper.

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Ancient Mesopotamia: A Light That 
Did Not Fail

SSOPOTAMIA, the historic land be- 

tween (he ‘Tigris and the Euphrates; 

hus meant many different things 
(map, page 45). 

For readers of the Bible, the name—pr any 
one of its synonyms or ntar sytionyms—miy 
conjure up a picture of the Garden of Eden, 
the Tower of Babel, or the Great Flood; or it 
may call. tg mind the story of the patriarchs, 
of Diuniel and Nebuchadnezzar, of the hand- 
writing on {he wall, 

To some the name has associations with the 
Code of Hammurabi (page 85), the death of 
Alesander the Greai, the exploits of Harun 
al-Rashicl. Others will think in this cannec- 
tion of Chaldean astrology, the Ri Tombs 
of Ur, of the fabulous oi) deposits of the 
Middle East. 

Mesopotamia gives tremendous perspective 
to our modern civilization, In common with 
the rest of the ancient Near East—Egypt, 
Palestine, Syria, and [ran—Mesopotamin had 
put in mere time on the progress of mankind, 
hpfore the rise of Greece and Ronw, than has 
clapsed between the Homeric age and our own 
times. When Rome, founded, according to 
tradition in the Sth century pn. c.* was less 
than a hundred years old, Nineveh in As- 
syria had come to the end of a 4,000-year 
career, 

Yet what Mesoputamia vchieved during sew- 
ral millenniums of steady progress did not 
come abrupt close when the Greeks took 
overt ‘Through one channel or another, the 
fruits of that accumulated experience hid al- 
ready spread to Europe, to enrich the clussicul 
world and to be passed along eventually to our 
own culture as a living and tangible force, 


Stored-up Evidence 


jon is basically the sum of man's 
answers ut any given stage tu the problems af 
society and the universe, Until man had 
begun to live in settled communities, after 
learning to sow as well as to Barvest, there 
was Hide real opportunity to do much about 
such questions. 

Ancient urbin centers, however, leave re 
mains that may be reconstructed into a mean 
ingful record long after the cities themselves 
ceased to existt 

The Near East was the place where the first

urban centers emerged, To tetrace our pres~ 
ent civilization to its roots aml see it as a 
growing organism, we must go hack to the 
Near East. the cradle of Western civilization. 

Over much of its total course to date, the 
story of mankind was but the story of cultural 
progress along the Nile, the Tigris, the Eu- 
phrates, and the immediately adjvining areas 
(pages St and 38), Each of these anclent 
lands thes has something significant to relate. 

If the testimony of Mesopotamia has fewer 
blurred possaywe than that of its sisterlands, 
its clarity is due chielly to two factors: one, 
the vast amount and the astounding variety of 
written records that have come down to us 
from {hat country, @ fll and eloquent com- 
mentary on thofe than 2,000 years of pre- 
classical history: the other, the number and 
natute of the ancient Mesopotiminn sites. 

‘These sites contribute their share to the 
| Mlustevtion of historic times, but are 
especially valuable as witnesses of cultural 
progress in the prehistoric age. In other 
words, the ancient mounds of Mesopwtamia 
have proved to be buried treasures in more 
waves than one 


How Mounds Grew 


Ancient mounds, to be sure, are not re 
stricted to the watersheds of the Tigris and 
the Euphrates. Mesopotamia, however, ex- 
ceeds the neighboring lands in the number of 
artificial hills that go back to the eurly stages 
of settled occupation, Since Egypt did not 
encourage to the same extent the building of 
cities In snecesstve levels, that country is less 
well suited than Mesopotamia to take us down, 
rung by rung, through the centuries that pre- 
cede written history, 

Let us take as an example the site of Tepe 
Gara, which js situated 15 miles northeast of 
modern Mosul and ancient Nineveh (pages

Tatse this instance for tw reasons, 
For one, as the discoverer and first excavator 
of Tepe Gawra Lam necessarily better ac 
quakuted with it than with any orher ancient 
mound: for another, there probubly is not in 
any case a single Wustration that could be 
ted to aretter advantawe 2s an indes qf man- 
kind’s gradual emergence from the obscurity 
of prehistoric times, 

As recently as 25 years ago very little was 
known nbout the prebistory of Mesopotamia, 
Inscriptions and monuments had told us a 
great deal about the Assyrians of the first 
millennium o, ©, the Babylonians pf the 
second) millennium, and the Sumerinas of the 
third millennium. When we hin! worked back, 
however, to about 4,500 years ago, reliable 
information all but ceased. 

Vet it was perfectly clear that even that 
remote stage was far from the beginnings of 
settled coveupation. The only tristworthy 
gutde te the firther and deeper past would be 
a site consisting of many successive prehistoric 
levels, to disclose in onderly sequence the grad. 
ual progress of man since the beginning of 
agriculture. Such a site might do for science 
infinitely more than could thovsands of docu. 
ments and roomfuls of objects from periods 
already known, 

In 19261 had the good fortune to obtain a 
Guggenheim Fellawship for study in| Mesa 
potamia, coupled with the post of Annual Pre 
fessor of the American School of Oriental Re- 
search in Baghdad, A small grant from the 
Dropsie College of Philadelphia left me free 
to examine hitherto unexplored regions with- 
out the usual pressure to bring back something 
spectacular, With that combined support 1 
devoted six manths to an archeological survey 
cof northern Iraq, concentrating chiefly on pre- 
historic sites. 

First Sight of the Great Mound 

Tn April, 1927, when 1 was covering the 
area to the north of Mosul, my eye was. at- 
iracted froma distance by a tall mound which 
rose some 73 feet above the surrounding plain, 

My first thought wits that the mound would 
firove to be an example of Assyrian oceypation, 
if not of later date. Buta preliminary exami. 
nation of the surface remains—broken sherds 
and fragments of stone implements—promptly 
iiselased that this was no routine site. Cmly 
its upper third bore signs of historic oceupa- 
tion, while the remaining two-thirds appeared 
to date from prehistoric times. 

In other words, unless surface appearances 
were wholly misleading, we had here a long 
and erly missing record! of virtually uno- 
mes, A record piled up at least 59 feet 


high. The near-by villagers called the place 
Tepe Guwra, or Phe Great Mound.” because 
of its height. But if actual digvity should bear 
mut the surface estimate, the world of science 
would have a much more valid reason for ap- 
Plying that mame to the mounel 

Systematic exvavations were begun in 192% 
and carried on through eight separate cam- 
paigns, four of which | had the opportunity to 
direct in person. The. fipal results exceeded 
OUF greatest expectations, Tepe Gawra proved 
to contain 26 individual occupation lnyels. yet 
only the upper six of these fell within the 
historic age (pnge 50). 


Light on Prehistory 


The long period prior to the introduction of 
writing, reaching back to the fourth millen- 
nium Bc and beyond, was no longer obscure; 
for it was now ilumilnated by a full score of 
Successive settlements, one on top of the utber, 
The continuous account of early man could 
De pushed back by perhaps 20 centuriés. 

The unfolding picture yiekied a pattern of 
steady advance in pottery and i4 architecture, 
in religion (page 60) and society, in work 
and in play. Ober sites of comparable age 
have since been wmecovered, each actling surne- 
thing that the others lweked, each belpiny to 
place seme new detail in sharper relief. 

Why did the ancient Near Easterners in 
general, and Mesopotimdians in guirtieular, cot— 
finue to build on man-made bills whem space 
—txcepting in Egypt only—was certainly not 
ata premium? The reasons aré simple, The 
first settlers would choose w site which had a 
good water supply, and whose location was 
convenient for agricultural and commercial 
needs. "The initin) advantages of environment 
remained attractive after the first town hard 
been destroyed—bpy fire, Muods, or war, 

To level a place built of sun-haked bricks 

vas nota great problem: the upper sections 
of walls still standing might have to be torn 
down and some dirt might need to he added to 
fill the openings that the fallen debris had. not 
covered up. In this process a few feet of the 
okt wccupation were sedled up and the text 
settlement was that much higher above ground 
level. 

But the main reason for continuing on the 
old site was not alone the ease with which this 
could be done. More important was the desire 
to follow, wherever possible, the outlines of the 
old buildings, particularly temples, in order to 
earn the protection of the gods.and spirits that 
the previous town had propitiated (page 47).

Tn other words, the first phase In the cereor 
ot Mesopotamia takes in the lost Neolithic 
settlements and the whole of the Chaleolithic, 
er Copper-Stone, period. 

‘That this was not, however, a primitive 
pihase is clear fram numerous facts. We find 
here several distinetive and Individual cul- 
tures, each of whieh has, perfected its own 
special type of painted pottery: and maintains 
lively relations with the neighboring cultures, 
the combined territory inyalving a consider- 
able portion of western Asia 

The advance is revorded plainly, in mate- 
rial remains if not in actual words, in the 
successive occupations which the mounds of 
Mow potamin have preserved, layer upoty 
layer, for our own ae to denode. 

‘The number of sach prehistoric lewels warles 
from site ta-site. In each instance there may 
be a time lig of varying duration between 
dwo given striata. Nevertheless, we have seen 
that some sites: may con as many os 4 
score of successive prehistoric setilements, 
‘The total length of this phase cannot have 
been less than 2,000 years, 


‘The Third Millennium 


The historic age is ushered in by the two 
revolutionary factors of metallurgy and writ- 
ing. ‘The first of these, which had beaum well 
back in prehistoric times, brought a profound 
change in the old concept of space; it stim 
lated geographic exploration by forcing mun 
to look for new and ever more distant 
sources of the preckius metol (page 64), The 
other, and this time specifically Mesopytamian 
develupment, revolutionized the existing Idea 
of time by forging indestructible links between 
the past and the present and between the pres 
ent dod the future (page 60), History can 
now embrace faraway lands anes. 

The principal actors now come to be known 
by name as well as by deed, In Lower Meso- 
potamia, the region at the head of the Persian 
Guif—whiel at phat time reached much far- 
ther up the valley than it does now—the domi- 
nant ethnic growp used the Sumerian language 
and called it= land Sumer (Biblical Shinar; 
Genesis 10:10). 

Althourh this language has disclosed the 
secrets of its structure to the patient effects 
of modern scholarship, no relative of it, either 
ancient ot modorn, has yet been discovered. 
Tis users were evidently a people apart, in 
an ethnic no Jess than im a linguistic sense: 
we shall see presently that they were also 
highly distinctive in culture. 


The most plausible way to explain this situ- 
ation and account for the absence of kindred 
elements is hy wssuming that the Sumerians 
had come a sidetable distance, having left 
their immediate relatives somewhere in farther 
Asin, Be that as it may, the particular gifts 
and abilities of the Sumerians blended so well 
with the other cultures of Mesopotamia that 
the resulting product was to have a decisive 
bearing on the evolution of civilization in 
general, 

The eastern neighbor of Sumer was the 
Tranian lind of Elam. To the borth dwelt 
TuMerous Mountain peoples who appear to 
have been akin to the Mlamites (Genesis 
10:22), Adjoining Sitmer in a westerly semi- 
circle were the Semites; their contacts with 
the Sumerians were to become ever mare clour 
and intimate. 

The earliest representatives of the Semitic 
fumily of peoples are known in Mesopotamia 
collectively as the Akkadions (Genesis 10:10). 
Later on they come to be distinguished in 
the south as the Babylonians, in the northwest 
as the Assyrians. and in the west n= the 
Amorites, 

The greater part of the third millennium 
was under the political and cultural domina- 
tion of the Sumerians. It constituted the 
brilliant Ei Dynastic period, This plose 
is featured by written and material illesten- 
tions from Ur (of the Chaldees).* Lugash, 
Vruk (Biblical Erech: Genes 10:10). 
Khafaje (the ancient name of this site is in 
doubt), and Eshnunna, among others (pages 
68, 70. and 72). 

Following this long phase of Sumerian as- 
cendancy came the frst period of established 
Semitic supremacy, under the vigorous ty- 
nasty founded by Sargon of Akkad, Sumerian 
aml Semite might contend intermiinably with 
each other for political leadership in the Innd, 
but the prevailing culture was very much of 
a joint effort. 

Toward the end of the millennium there was 
a brief resurgence of Sumerian dominance, 
under Gudeo of Lagash (page 78) and the 
founders of the Third Dynasty of Cr. 

This last assertion of Sumerian political 
power is known a= the Nea-Sumerian period. 
‘The people responsible for it soon disappeared 
as acistinetive ethnic element.

A Way of 


What ther are the enduring cultural values 
that make of Mesopotamian civilization a light 
that did not fail with the collapse of the polit- 
ical stencture? A full list would take us tod 
far afield, Nor is an exhaustive tally needed. 
For nearly all of the region's achievements 
that time bas been unable ta obliterate are 
grouped into a harmonious pattern which adds

up-to the Mesopotamian way of life. Gnce that 
pattern has been outlined, the main details 
will fall readily into place, 

Tf civilization is largely a way of fining 
place in Nature and society, how did 
the ancient Mesopotamians make these all- 
important adjustments? Very briefly, Na- 
ture was to the thoughtful inhabitant of the 
Tigris-Euphrates Valley a combination of ea- 
pricious and violent forces, each personified by 
one or more gods, 

The gods’ actions were unpredictable; hence 
life on earth was ever restless and uncertain. 
Man must be everlastingly at pains to please 
ind uppease the gods, so as to influence his 
own fate for the better. 

This requirement applied to the mightiest 
king no less than to his lowliest subject. The 
king was no supernatura) being, as in Egypt, 
but a mortal, abject In his submission to the 
powers of Nature, To this extent, at least, all 
men were equal, 

The place of soclety in Nature becomes ulti- 
mately a matter of the rights and responsi- 
hilities of the individwal—any individual. 
Here we have the essentials on which democ- 
racy is founded.

Sumvrian culture, itself a composite prod- 
uct, gradually developed into a cooperative 
civilization embraciog the whole of Mesopo- 
tami. The basic social, intelloctual, and ma- 
terial attainments of that broader givilization 
appear eventually os the common property of 
the larger section of western Asia known a4 
the Fertile Crescent. 

They spread also to other adjoining areas, 
and in course of time crossed over to Europe. 
Like bread cust upon the waters, they proved 
amply rewarding, in that Mesopotamian civi- 
lization lived on after the mother country had 
fallen under foreign domination. By then the 
foreign conquerors had become in many ways 
the disciples and the zealons guurdians of the 
Mesopotamian way of life. 

Tt remains only to show how the separate 
cultural elements relate to one another as parts 
of a harmanious anil living pattern, If the 
entire system got its start from the local con- 
cept of the individual in relation ta. society and 
of society in relation to Nature, it was writing 
that emerged first a that system's most nota- 
ble by-product, and later as its very nerve 
center, 

The strongly developed sense of private 
property which characterized the Sumerians 
led them to ilentify their possessiians—notably 
those that were presented to the woul as offer- 
ings—by means of personal markers engraved 
oft their cylinder Seats. ‘The seals wore rolled 
out on soft clay and the impressions could 
then be attached to the given object as labels 
(page 66). 

Similar identifying markers were used for 
temples and cities. As such, they were more 
then just pictures to be seen: they were at the 
same time names to be pronounced. From 
Proper names the notations extended ty ob- 
jects of importance to contemporary economy, 
finally to words in general, 

At the same time, means were devised to 
express not only entire words but also compo 
nent syllables, the rlevelopment proceeding 
from the conerete to the abstract. Tt was a 
decisive step forward! for it marked 0 genuine 
liberation from mere word painting, a step, 
incidentally, made possible largely by the 
peculiar characteristics of the Sumerian lun- 
guuce, “Thus we seon have a exible medium 
for recording speech and thought. 

It is tempting, but vain, to speculate on 
how mach Jonger man might have taken to 
discover writing without the favorable back- 
ground of the Sumerian social system and 
of the Sumerian language. The fact is that 
the ‘earliest Sumerian written records ane 
also the oldest forms pf actual writing from 
anywhere. Moreover, the complicated process, 


from conenele symbol te abstract syllable, 
takes place, step by step, before qur very eves, 
as it were, 

The possibility that the entire procedure 
was repeated independently elsewhere is 
extremely remite. It is true that Egypt 
constitutes the other great cultural center 
whose antiquity is comparable to that of 
Misopotamia, We know, however, that Exyp- 
Vian writing appears after the Sumerians 
had perfected their medium, and that it is 
full-grown wirtuglly from the moment of its 
appesrance. The preliminary experimental 
stage is lacking. 

Since Egypt and Mesopotumia are known to 
have maintained close cultural contacts with 
each other in the centuries prior tp the advent 
of writing, particularly = after the coming of 
copper. the means were there for the idea of 
writing to be readily communicated from one 
to the other. For all these reasons many 
scholars are now agreed that Egypt took over 
the tiisic idea. fram Mesopotamia, but enm~ 
played its own specific. symbols to put that 
idea into effect. 

Achievements of this magnitude are difficult 
and rare, ven though the basic problems 
had been overcome. it required more than 
1,000 years before the next great stride was 
taken—this time from syllabic to alphabetic 
writing, 

That secondary discovery, which was to 
prove of inestimable value to all mankind, was 
likewise the contribution of the Near East, 
worked aut sontewhere along the edstem shores 
of tht Mediterranean.* This achievement 
wouli! not have been possible, however. with- 
out the underlying labors of the early Meso- 
potamians

How the Herget Paintings Were Composed 


N-efforts to present, ih collaboration with 
the urtist, the basic features of a great 
vivilization of antiquity, the archeologist deal- 
ing with Mesopotamia is less favorer) hy cir- 
stances than were his colleagues represent- 
ing Keypt, Greece, and Rome. 

We know that the artists and artisens of 
Mesopotamia were no less accomplished than 
their contemporaries in the Nile Valley, 
Climate and soil, however, combined to pres 
serve the products of the one center and 
destroy thea’ of the other Tn Mesnpetantia 
woodwork jnd testiles simply disintegrated 
a wall paintings did not fare much better, 
Fortunately, the cylinder seals from Meso 
poWimia are a source of information that is 
practically inexhaustihle, Sculptures im the 
round, and more especially the vast number 
of reliefs in stone and lironze (pages 43 and 
48), contribute their share of vivid and vigor- 
us representations. 

Within the last two decades chince an 
the refinements of archeological methods have 
preserved for us several important examples 
of Jocal frescnes—at Til Barsils and Mari, 
Khorabed and Nuzi, Dor Kurigalen, and 
‘Qysir on the Arabian coast of the Persian 
Gull—so that we are no lonwer reduced to 
mieaswork when itocomes to the question af 
color on anything other than pottery. 


Tn the following paintings by H. M. Heriet 
the facts about a complex civilization that 
listed several thousand years, inclucting nearly 
three millenniums of historie progress, have 
heen compressed into 24 subjects, arranged 
in chronological sequence from remote pre- 
histori¢ times down to the midite af the first 
millennium oc, 

Each picture stands for o whole age, or for 
4 significant phase of the given age. The 
episodes, based on fact or on imagination, 
may be descriptive of a monient in history or 
of a whole era. 

The areheologist has invented an incident 
if the texts did pot furdish him with some- 
thing better and stranger than fiction; but he 
has sought to be teoe fo the spirit of the 
time. Details rest on a solid foundation, 
his need for highlighting « composite and 
dynamic civilization ly instilling tife into exch 
individual pointing, imposed an added strain 
on the artist, Mr. Herget’s experience and 
interest proved to be as umique combinatien, 
He faced the problens, delighting in its chal- 
Ietige. This a source of deep regret that he 
did not live to see his last major project pub- 
lished.

This sentence might well apply to 
southern = Mesopotamia-—the — tradi- 
tional. region of the Garden of Eden 
—at a time when the surrounding 
ls hal already been lone estub- 
Vished, The land here had to be built 
up slowly, by the silt brought down 
from the mountains of Armenia ly 
Ureless rivers, And man hus to do 
his share in making the ground firm, 

Northern Mesopotamia is hilly anc 
old; the south is fat and relatively 
recent. Lower Mesoyi res Its 
very stound to the unceasing He 
of the Tigris and the Euph 
Their silt is constantly adding: ta the 
land surface and cutting down the 
water area at the head of the Persian 
Gull, 

What had been seaports even in 
comparatively late prehistoric times 
are now modern towns or ancient sites 
lying hundreds of miles inland. 

The first settlers arrived in Lower 
Mesopotamia from neighboring and 
long-established Lanits. 

They were real pioneers, work- 
ing with the reeds (hat grew from 
the marsh bottom and matting them 
inte a cover ower the slime, ‘The land 
which they helped to form with their 
own hands was new, but their civiliza- 
thon was old and mature. ‘What they 
achieved in the course of the first few: 
centuries was a blend of the old, and 
the new, a blend of discoveries and 
experiénee Imported from neighboring 
centers byt adjusted to the pew sur- 
roundings and materials, 

Tt was ap this truly flimsy founda- 
tion that a new civilization was ta 
emerge in course af time, one which 
was to develop into a dynamic force 


eyassing. barriers af language, taee, 
and polithal boundaries, and beeom- 
ing in many important respects the 
cradle of modern civilization, 

While Lower Mesopotamia was 
racially drying out, there developed 
in the highlands to the north and 
northeast three distinctive cultures. 
each of which was typified by a pur- 
ticular kind of painted pottery The 
latest of these three painted pottery 
cultures is often called. EL Obeid 
(page 63). after a small site near Ur, 

All three phases were well ac 
quainted with animal husbandry and 
enjoyed well-developed forms of agri- 
culture, architecture. an) religion. 
Their pottery served prinvirily a 
variety of domestic uses, but the best 
pirees were reserved for ceremonial 
and religious purpases. 

The pottery soon develops Tocal 
chariteteristics and ucquires the fra- 
tures which are sampled on this plate. 
The same is true of the architecture, 
Mongside the temples which are 
known to us from the north there 
develops also a special local style 
which features the reed as the biasie 
building materia’. 

A bundle of rveels tied near the top

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The Royal Tombs of Ur Hide a Grim Secret 


1 ipa since the discovery of the 
great death pits at Ur by 
Cy Leonard Woolley, who excavated 
the site un behalf of the British Mu- 
seum and the University Museum of 
the University of Pennsylvania, the 
meaning uf these mass Wurials has 
posed an acute problem, The best 
preserved of the tombs are specially 
built chambers with hunmat victins in 
each, sometimes 70 or more. 

‘The wealth of the funerary furnish- 
ings and the title “King” which is in- 
scribed in connection with pne of the 
principals entombed in this wunusual 
fashion have catsed the excavator to 
regant these particular interments as 
Royal Tembs. 

‘That is why the oomes of Ring 
Meskalumdug and Qneen Shubad 
have become farniliay terms to all 
those who have had the opportunity: 
to view the many heautiful ebjers 
that have been recovered with these 
burink—in maseums of Baghdad. 
Philadelphia, and London, or in the 
marvelous publication of the finds. 
The mass deaths of the attendants 
have been explained as more ay Test 
voluntary acts on the part af the 
faithful followers af the royal cleave, 

This theory {= attractive but not 
entirely free from doubt, A kite hy 
the name of Meskalimilug is not 
known in thi | lists. Neither 
is there anything in Sumerian litera- 
ture or religion to account for such 
a frightful aftermath of the hormal 
death of a rier. Others have tried. 
therefore, to explain the practiee as a 
barbarous survival from more primi- 
five times when the all-important rites 
aimed at ensuring fertility may have 
required large-scale human sacrifice, 

Still others would look for an-ex- 
planation to the Mesopotamian cus: 
tom of setting up substitute kings at 


the time of the great drama celebrated 
sunually in connection with the New 
Year, or at times al some overwhelm 
Ing sational calamity (page $0), 
Such ritual kings might eventually be 
puto death. Lb the Early Dynasthe 
period the practice may well have 
entailed the death of many attendants. 

Not to decide among the theari 
but to direct attention, however, to 
the existence of such a practice and 
to some of its details, we have intro. 
duced a picture of a procession on the. 
way to a death pit. 

Sone of the victims may already 
have “gone to their fate”; or the 
reath scene may yet haye to take 
place, co that only the rich furnishings 
are being transported sluwly in the 
nielancholy procession, ‘lhe linces of 
the warriors point down as a symbel 
of ill fortune 

These attendants may be among 
the designated victims, or they may 
merely reflect their zenuine dejection 
wt the calamity that has already over- 
tiken their peers, 

The same would apply to the young. 
girl in the foreground, who is pictured 
as Wearing decorations recovered from 
the burial of Shubad and now dis- 
plaved in the University Museum in 
Vhiladelphin, She might be Shubad 
herself, or she might be a mourner 
Close to the dead lady. 

One thing ig certain, ‘The dramatic 
conception of the universe to which 
the Sumerians and their cultural suy- 
cessors subscribed id not in later 
tines exact a tall on such a hetole 
seale, The Early Dynastic age bowsts 
many notable achievements in more 
than one field of humin endeayor, 
‘The periods that follaw may not 
match this one in sheer exuberance of 
effort, but they reflect steady sans 
toward a more humanized view of lift.

image. He portrayed them ns subject 
to all the ordinary human emotions — 
Jove wnt huctred, good will and ill, 
moderation and excess. Life among 
the gods was merely an idealized re- 
ection of life among men. 

The baxic feature of Mesopotamian 
society was a profound regard for the 
rights of the individual. The king 
was no supernatural being. no wed like 
the jan Pharaoh. Because he 
Jackin’ autocentie powers, he was de 
pendent in matters of consequence 
upon the faver of his gods and the 
consent of his Council af Elders. 

This emphasis on consultation and 
council approval is met with through- 
out Mesopotamian history, And it is 
this same essential democrntic feature 
that wave Mesopotamian civilization 
its dynamic drive anel cartind its lene- 
fits ta many lands and. penptes. 

Since the gods of Mesopotamia 
were litte more than idealized mor- 
tals, we expect the ideal of rudimen- 
tary democracy 1) be evident among 
them, That such was indeed the case 
is. shown with rare simplicity and 
charm by the main religious wark of 
‘Mesopotamia, the Creation Epic. 

This epic concerns itself Inruely 
with the battle which the benign gars 
Wage against the powers ‘of china, 
who are led by the destructive pod- 
cess Tiamat, None of the opposing 
gods had the courawe to face her 

In desperation, shrewd Ea desig- 
nated young Marduk as the leader 
most likely to succeed. Marduk was 
resolute, but his price was stasgering 
If he was to champion the fight, he 
must be rewarded with the permanent 
chieftaincy of the guds. 

There was no alternative but ts 
accept Marduk’s terms, Vet no act 


of such importance could he valid 
linless approved by the full Assembly 
of the Goils, 

Foreseeing objections fram the old 
guard, Ea first entertained the par- 
ligment at a banquet, When at length 
he breached his phin, his guests were 
tou far gone in their cups to demur, 
The motion was cartied unanimously, 

Armed with his new authority, 
Marduk vanquished Tiamat andl re- 
mained supreme forever after. 

The scene before us is the divine 
anquet of the epic, All the attendd- 
ints have been transferred fram. re- 
liefs of the Early Dynastic period: 
the men carrying the heavy jars of 
beverages; the pottery stands for the 
jars; the servants bearing mounds of 
pancakes on their heads; the musi- 
clans: and the hoy with the sheep 

The divine guests are distinguished 
chiefly by their horned miters, four 
horns for the leading deities and two 
for the minor gods in the background. 
The drinking is done through tubes, 
as frequently shown on cylinder seals, 

The older of the two standing gods 
is En, explaining his plan. He is 
identified by his favorite symbol of 
the vase with the lowing waters, 
which we have taken the liberty of 
depicting as embroidered on his waist- 
hanel, 

The youthful god behind him is 
Marduk. He holds the ring-wnd-rad 
symbol, and his saw-toathed dagger is 
in his belt. His robe is decorted 
with starlike rpsettes, m feature: of 
Marduk in Assyrian times. 

‘The significant thing about this 
acene is, of course, not how consent 
was obtained, but the fact that con- 
sent was necessary even among the 
gods. Representative authority, not 
autocracy, was the foundation of 
Mesopotamian society,

historic times was a magnet 
for many taces and peoples. The 
story about the Tower of Babel onuld 
hardly have been inspired by any 
other country. 

Previous scenes and their deserip- 
fins have dealt with proto- Sumerians 
and Sumorians, Scmites and Elumites, 
Kassites and Hittites.

Assyria Gains the Upper Hand over Babylonia 


We Semin ond Akkad and 
Habylon were malin history 
in Lower and in Central Mesop)tamia, 
accity ob the middle Tigris was rising 
slowly to ever increasing prominence. 
Tks name was Ashur, as was algo the 
name of ite chief god, The suite 
that city came to control—ong whieh 
developed eventually inte a far-flung 
empire—is known as Assyri 

About the titse of Hammurabi, 
Ashurt enjoyer! sufficient independence 
and power to mytke its influence felt 
in distant Cappatlocia, an easterly 
area of Asin Minor. Later in (he sec 
ond millennium the city came under 
the domination of the Murrians, but 
the relative balance of power which 
prevailed in western Asia in the 15th 
and 14th centuries nc. gave the reso- 
lute native rulers of Ashur their 
chance te gain complete freedom, 

From then on it was a ste 
stant tise, with the kings of Ashur 
hecoming the equils of otter ton 
arehe From the end of the second 
miflennium down to almost the middle 
of the nest they were leaders and 
finally masters of the Fertile Cres- 
vent, 

Ashur’s closest neighbor of ony 
prominence was Bahylun. ‘The tela- 
tions between the two were mich like 
these that many centuries fater chur- 
acterized Greece and Roe. Babylon 
was the cultural center, but no mateh 
for ite nerthern neighbor in war and 
polities, Ashur, on the other band, 
was keenly resentful of its inferiorijy 
in culture. The resulting rivalry was 
acute and bitter. 

Qur soene seeks to capture thit 
moment, in history when the political 
tide bad swung for the first thme de- 
cisively in favor of Ashur ‘This oc- 
curred darting the reign of the vigorous 
Assyrian king ‘Tukulti-Ninweta 1. 


The words which he wttered on hum- 
bling the cuptured Babylonian king, 
Kashtiliash IV (opposite page), were 
to become symbolic of the future 
status of these two states, 

Tukult-Nisurta 1 transferred his 
capital from Aghur to a near-by site, 
te which be gave his name, Th was 
excavated by a German expedition 
under Walter Andraec. amd the results 
of that work are ample for a recon- 
striction of the life of the period. 

‘The great hall focuses upoa a niche 
containing i seulptured stand besring, 
the statue of the chief deity, wha 
holds in his left hand the rod-and- 
ring, used as a symbol of authority, 

‘The king, clid in a nich fringed 
farment, has been copied from one 
Mf his reliefs, His sandaled right foot 
is placed on the neck of the Baby- 
tonite, In his deht hand he holes 
the sevpter with which he touches the 
skull of his prisoner, while his left 
clutches the ring, this time separated 
from the rod. The garment of Kash- 
tilinsh has the vertical folds which 
often distinguish the Babylonian dress 
from the Assyrian. 

The scene is witnessed by the 
vizier, beside whom stands a Syrian 
emissary with an Anatolian observer 
wearing the typical pointed shnes. 

The deeera tion heen selected 
from among the scenes uncovered on 
the walls of Tukelti-Ninurta's palnee. 
One of these paintings bas been tti- 
Vzed for a valance of woven material 
placed over the side doar flanked hy 
two soldiers. The design shows nro 
mythological figures. back to back, 
one on red and the other on blue.

wu Assveta crushed and Nine- 
veh razed to the ground, Baby- 
lon had ot Inst the opportunity to 
regain the prominence and prestige 
that had been its lot more than a 
thousand years earlier, during the 
golden age of Hammurabi. Its fond< 
est hopes were realized under the long 
and able rule of Nebuchadnezzar IT, 

‘The Old Testament remembers this 
king as the ruthless conqueror whi 
destroyed Jerusalem in S86 8. ec. 
Babylonian history, however, cele- 
brates him primarily as the conm- 
scientious administrator and tireless 
builder who made his capital the 
greatest city of that time in the world. 

To be sure, this brilliance was to be 
only temporary. Just as the end of 
Ashurbanipal’s reign at Nineveh was 
separated by only a few years from 
that city’s destruction, mainly at the 
hands of the Medes, so was Babylon's 
glory under Nebuchadnezzar to be 
followed by the triumph of another 
Iranian army, led this time by the 
great Persian king Cyrus, who oce 
cupied the ancient metropolis in 539 
Bie: 

‘The Babylon whose prnises Herod- 
(tus sang was the Babylon that Nob- 
uchadnezzar bad fashioned. Among 
its many wutstanding attractions was 
the famous Procession Street which 
passed under the unforgettably im- 
pressive Ishtar Gate. South of the 
Ishtar Gate, and along the west side 
of the great avenue, could be seen 
the fabulous “hanging”? roof gardens 
und the seven-staged temple tower, 
the Tower of Babel. some three hun- 
dred feet tall. 

The Procession Street got its name 
from the annual procession of the 
suds in connection with the New 
Year's festival. Assembled from all 
the provinces of the kingdom, the 


statues pf the principal deities were 
first moved with solemn ceremony and 
in a rigidly observed order of preced- 
ence through the Ishtar Gate and out 
to the northern outskirts of the city. 
There they were trunsferred to boats 
and teken to the Garden Temple up 
the river. 

‘Then followed the most dramatic 
part of the entire cycle, the consum- 
mation of the sacred marriage of the 
principal god and goddess, on which 
depentied the fertility and prosperity 
of the whole land. 

Qur scene witnesses: the Joyous te- 
turn of the procession, on the eleventh 
day of the month of Nisan, through 
the north site of the Ishtar Gate. 
The beautifully enameled decoration 
spenks for itself. ‘The dpproximate 
dimensions of the north side of the 
Gate are 70 feet for the height of the 
towers and 3 feet for the beight of 
the vaulted passageway; the width of 
the entrance was about 15 feet. The 
south end was considerably taller, 

The gos are placed in so-called 
carriage boats, each decorated with 
gold, lapis; and carnelian. On the 
first boal rides Marduk, attended! by 
four priests, one at each canopy post. 
Behind the first boat is the rayal 
charint drawn by three steeds: on it 
ride the driver, the king; and the 
parasol holder. 

The second boat carrins Marduk’s 
consort, whose crown is surmounted 
by an eight-pointed star. Next comes 
a boat with the seated figure of the 
sun-god, Shamash, Hidden from view 
is a seemingly endless procession of 
other deities, whose name and rank 
are supplied by the texts, 

The illustration is based on the 
curvings from Matatya, far north of 
Babylon, Each major city celebrated 
the festival in much the same way. 


The Merrimack: River of Industry and Romance 
By Auterr W. Arwooo

Te HT born of scenic lakes amid 
Majestic mountains, the Merrimack, be- 
comes, before it reaches the sea, one of 
the hardest worked rivers in the world, a 
veritable she in the service of industry, 

Truc, it no longer makes its once proud 
boust of turning more spindles than any other 
river, or of being the “most noted water power 
Stream in the world. But its banks, in 
city after city, ure still ined with miles of 
monster mills, busy, Hf ancient and somewhat 
grim, and still a major factor in the sum tow! 
of America’s productive effort, 

But it would be a mistake to think of the 
Merrimack, past or present, as only a wark- 
aday river, Not only does it present a kaleido- 
scopic physical diversity, but ir brings to mind 
many of the most romantic aspects-of Colonial 
and carly American history; of the struggles 
of the first settlers: of fierce, blondy Tnedliun 
warfare: of the almost unbeliévable wealth 
of its shad and salmon fisheries: and of ship- 
ping and shipbuilding in. its lower reaches. 

Moreover, the very industrialization of the 
Merrimack stems from the constant, unfailing 
supply of water which New Hampshire's 
mountains, forests, and lakes make possible. 
These at the same time constitute one of the 
country’s foremast vacationlands* 


River Born in Profile Lake 


In the beart of this land the Merrimack 
has its beginnings in the doy Pemlgewasset, 
which flaws out of Profile Lake at the foot of 
the Olel Man of the Mountains in Franconia 
Notch, New Hampehire (page 144), 

On one of my visits to Frinconia Notch 
highway crews were clearing the road of 
boulders, upronted trees; and earth, Thee 
were the remains of a hue landslide which, 
Tousened by a cloudburst, reared down the 
stevp slopes of Mount Lafayette and Eagle 
Cliff and buried Route No, 3, one of the most 
important in New England. 

The most famous previous ¢ was that 
which Jdlled the Willey family—tather. 
mother. five children—anid two farm hands 
im the Crawford Notch in 1826. 

It was Nathaniel Hawthorne who gave fame 
both to the Willey Slide and the Old Man of 
the Mountains. Thousands go 10 Profle 
Lake not to see the source of the Merrimack 
or the lovely little lake Itself but, fascinated. 
at finding a human face in an inanimate thing, 
towaze 1,200 feet upward! at the several layers 


los 


of granite ledges which, especially in the late 
afternoon ight, give the appearance of the 
profile of a great human face (pages 124-1259 
Tianiel Webster is supposed to have said 
that a shoemaker hangs out a shoe, a jeweler 
a watch, and a dentist a gold tooth, “but in 
the mountains of New Hampshire God 
Almighty hag hung, ‘out a-sign to show there 
He makes men.” Hawthorne wrote: “It 
seemed as if an enotmots giunt, or Titan, had 
sculptured his: own likeness-on the precipice.” 
After leaving Profile Lake the Pemigewasset 
is a swift little stream, plunging down the 
Steep mountain notch over falls and cascades. 


Thoreau’s Description Still True 


More than a century ago Henry David 
Thoreau, author and paturalist, spoke of it as 
it first comes “murmuring to itself by the base 
of stately and retired meamtains, through 
moist primitive woods whose juices it re- 
celves, where thi bear still drinks it, and the 
cabins of settlers are far between and there 
are few ty cross its strea 

Exeept for an. almost complete absence of 
wild animals and for the fact that at certain 
points there are many persons indeed to “eross 
is Strenm,” Thoreau's description still holds 
good. 

South of the great mass of the White 
Mountains lies Lake Winnipesaukee, by fur 
the largest of New Hampshire's 1,300 lakes 
and pands (page 127). Ths outlet, the Winni- 
pesaukee River, joins the Pemigewasset at 
Franklin, 16 miles to the southwest, to form 
the Merrimack (map, page 109). 

Winnipesaukee hus nearly 300 fslinds and 
many and deep indentations; the extreme 
irregularity of its shape is especially evident 
from an airplane or from the teps of str- 
rounding hills, 

It Is so extensively used for recreation that 
it boasts a registration of pearly 2,500 motor- 
boats The first intercollegiate eight-oared 
haat races in the United States, betwen Har- 
vard sind Vale, took place here on August 3, 
1852, 

When the water in Lake Winnipesaukee is 
low and quiet, and atmospheric conditions fa-

From Frinklin, New Hampshire, where two 
confluent: form the main stream, the Merri- 
muck dows only 110 miles before it empties 
into the sea just beyond Newluryport, Mas- 
sichusetts, In that short spin waterfalls and 
repids drop its waters 269 feet and halt navi- 
gation beyond the last 18 miles, 

These river blocks, seeming hindrances 10 
man, haye fed entire communities and created 
large fortunes, First the Indians and later 
the colonists employed the cascades for spear- 
ing and netting salmon, shad, alewives, und 
lampreys, ‘Then the settlers, noting the power 
going to waste, built dams, canals, and grist 
mills, 

When Britons started, the Industrial Revo- 
lution, displacing hands with machines, New 
Englinclers borrowed their nvechods ane) estab- 
lished textile mills using the Metrimack’s free 
power. Soon miles of factories lined’ the 
stream. Manchester, Nashua, Lowell, Law- 
renee, sind Haverhill grew powerful b 
ing the river their uncomplaining simv 
ay part of the textile industry hac 
drifted south, but the Merrimack remains un 
industrial giant 

Because of dams and pollution, shad and. 
salmon no longer school in from the sea, but 
the Merrimack’s mountain lakes teem with 
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ness; a civicsminded group ready with their 
capital to promate the intetests of the com- 
munity. 


Manchester a Shoemaking Center 


One of the country’s chief shoemuking cen- 
ters, in addition to its other manufacturing 
interests, Manchester ig essentially an in- 
dustrial city. Yet it-strikes the observer as 
lean, ordorly, and law abiding. Much of its 
population is of French-Canadian descent, and 
many of the city’s mayors have been from 
this group, 

Fifteen miles south of Manchester, on the 
west bank of the rivera few miles from the 
Massachusetts line, is Nashua, second ranking 
industrial city of New Hampshire. As in 
Manchester, approximately half the popnila- 
tion is oF Franto-American stock. 

One modern descendant of an eatly effort 
of several Nashuo residents to supply the 
California gold miners of 1849 with playing 
curds is the Nashua Gummed and Coated 
Paper Company, known locally as “The Card 
Shop."" 

Tt is among the country’s large converters of 
cellophane, cloth, and paper into a wide va- 
riety of products for packaging, box making, 
and paper specialties. One of its chief prod- 
ucts is waxed paper, of major importance, 
however, only since the invention of the 
bread-wrapping machine, 

At one time the Nashua Manufacturing 
Company was the largest maker of blinkets 
in the world, giving employment to one-fifth 
of the city’s workers; but a few years ago new 
atwners closed down much of the 125-year-old 
Nashua operation, thus presenting the city 
with a problem not unlike the earlier one in 
Manchester, 

Local business, industrial, and Isbor leaders 
otganized the non-profit Nashua-New Tamp- 
shire Foundation Trust to take over the old 
tmtildings, and haye succeeded in leasing or 
selling much of the space to manufacturers of 
various products, such a= shoes, hardware, and 
textile machinery parts, 

Across the river, three miles from Nashua, 
near Hudson, New Hampshire, is Benson's 
Wild Animal Farm, combination circus, vis, 
and amusement park. Ruoadside zoos have 
become an important industry, especially in 
Florida, but this particular one is of metro- 
politan size, despite its rural location. 

The Inte John T. Benson was American 
agent for the German animal firm of Hagen- 
beck. He started the farm as 0 health resort 
for show people, bot changed it over into a 
quarantine station for bringing animals inte 
the country from Hagenbeck and selling them.

Curiosity on the part of passing motorists and 
neighbors early led to charging admission, and 
the place has long been primarily a commer- 
cial show (pages 130 and 131). T yisited it 
ona Monday and learned that 12,000 persons 
paid admission the day before. 

A iew miles below tho point whero tho Mer- 
fimack enters Massachusetts it turns eastward 
toward Tuowtucket Falls (page 117), one of 
the first water powers in America to be used 
On an extensive scale to operate power looms.* 
Below the falls it is joined by the Concord 
River. 

At this site was built the city of Lowell, 
first instance in America of the deliberate crea- 
tion of a city primarily of the industrial type, 
although there are others with older estab- 
lished mills. 

Miles of canals, which divert water fmm 
the dam to factory mill wheels, crisscross the 
city. The chi¢f business district lies within 
a belt of factories which almost encircles it, 

The century-old mills, with their cupolas 
and towers, and the simple but well-propar- 
tioned tenements anc boardinghouses have 
about them an architectural dignity that fits 
into the original ample city plan. 


Beginnings of Cotton Manufacture 
in America 

Francis Cabot Lowell, among whose de- 
scendants were the famous Amy and Percival, 
went to England in 110, and, impressed by 
manufacturimg as a source of wealth, returned 
to this-country to give tremendous impetus to 
cotton manuiacturing in America, 

Tt was Hlegal to export models, parts, or 
evon drawings of textile machinery from Eng- 
land, and Lowell had only imperfect recal- 
lection of what be had seen, But in Wal- 
tham, Massachusetts, he established the first 
mill in thie country in which cloth wits com- 
pletely manufactured undor one roof, Since 
more water power was needed for the opera- 
tion, the Pawtucket Falls an the Merrimack 
were selected, and the new city built and, nine 
years after his death, named far Lowell, 

Household spinning and weaving were no 
Tonger adequate tq clothe the American people, 
the Merrimack had plenty of water prwer, 
Boston merchants hac| ample capital, and an 
enormous supply of labor was available in 
the daughters of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire farmers, 

Francis Lowell had heen so shocked by the 
poverty of English mill lbor that he instituted 
A system of community, paternalistic, com-

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On a near-by beam Francis placed a box in 
which he put cold chisels and hammers to cut 
the link so that no time would be lost if 
catastrophe ‘struck. 

Unfortunately many of Mr. Hace? coe 
temporari¢s did not appreciate the wisdom ai 
foresight of their tt genius, and his gate 
was greeted with scorn and derision, By some 
his work was called “Francis’s Folly,” 


“Francis's Folly" Saves Lowell 


But the engineer was vindicated in 1852 
when the gate helped save the city from flood. 

Then in March, 1936, nearly 90 years later, 
the treacherous Merrimack went on its worst 
rampage, the gate was lowered and, together 
with other protective works, held back a 
20-foot wall of water, thus saving the city, 

Tn the old office of the Locks and Canals, 
reminiscent of Dickens's description of Lon- 
don of long ayo, 1 looked at portraits of Mr. 
Francis and of another chief engineer of the 
company, George W. Whistler. father of the 
famous artist, James McNeill Whistler, whose 
hirthplace. a block away. is open to the public, 

On a high bank overlooking the rapids of 
Pawtucket Falls stands the Lowell’ Textile 
Institute, a growing institution, for while old 
textile mills may close down in certain locali- 
ties, the industry as a whole is constantly 
broadening its sweep, with new materials, 
new products, and new 7 

‘The Institute's reputation brings it students 
from as far away as China, India, Turkey, 
Greece, Egypt, and South America. With ex- 
tensive pilot plants for vocational training, 
there is also emphasis upon the fundamental 
background of the basic sriences, and stress 
upon textile engineering and chemistry, 

Lawrence, 9 miles beyond Lowell, is an- 
ather city which wealthy Boston merchant 
families, headed by a Lawrence rather than a 
Lowell, made to order, for here was another 
site where the river could be used over and 
over again to run the mills. Newer than 
Lowell, it is. a century old at that, but the huge 
granite blocks of its great dam seem as firm 
as ever. 


Lawrence Country's Foremost Worsted 
Center 

Lawrence is the country’s foremost worsted 
manufacturing center, tetaining its predomi 
nance in this field to a greater extent than 
other New England cities have kept their 
cotton textile position (page 110), 

‘The Essex Company originally bought the 
lund, laid out the streets, and built the dam, 
canals, and many of the houses ind mills, 
Tt sill bills a number of the great manufac- 
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turing concerns-for the rent of so many “mill 
powers for one year at 260 ounces of silver at 
900 fine, or the equivalent.” 

In other words, silver was regarded as. the 
one stable form of payment a century ago, and 
water power is still being paid for in Lawrence 
by a number of users in the equivalent of 
silver. 

The Wood Worsted Mill of the Ameérican 
Woolen Company is the largest mit! in Law- 
rence and the largest worsted mill in the 
world. Although only. one of more than 
20 mills of the American Woolen Com- 
pany, it ues the annual clip of 200,000 sheep 
a week, covers 68 acres, employs 7,000 per- 
sons, and produces 6,000 miles of cloth a 
year, as well as providing yarn and top for 
other mills of the company, 

But the mills of the American Woolen 
Company are not the only monsters of their 
kind in Lawrence: the Pacific Mills (page 
116) and the Arlington Division of William 
Whitman Company, Inc., are large producers 
of worsteds. In fact, the Arlington mills use 
the fleece of 28,000 sheep per day. 

Lawrence has had its tragedies, On Jan- 
uary 10, 1860, the Pemberton Mill, with 900 
employees, collapsed without warning, killing 
88 outright and injuring many, 

Since the fur-famed and disastrous strike of 
the Industrial Workers of the World in 1912, 
labor conditions seem to have been peaceful, 
and the Americanization of Lawrence's enor- 
mous foreign population has gone on apace, 

ts of second generation Italian stock 
occupying high positions in the professional 
and business life of the city, 

Despite its large industries and population, 
Lawrence covers a very small area. For- 
tunately many of the mill workers live in 
tural or semi-rural surroundings in near-by 
towns. 


Maker of Narionat Groogwarim Paper 


An important Lawrence industry is the 
Champion-International Company, which long 
has enjoyed the reputation of making the 
highest quality of cowted paper (pages 132 
and 133}. Among its customers is the Na- 
Uonsl Geographic Society, which uses upwards 
of 320 freight carloads a year, or nearly 
11,000 tons. 

The Nationat Gronrapnic MacasINe was 
one of the first peripdicnls to use a superior 
quality of cowted paper, and such paper has 
contributed largely to the unsurpassed tepro- 
duction of its Hlustrations in color and black 
and white and to its typographical appearance, 

In fact, the Nations: Grocrarsie pio- 
peered in the use of fine coated paper for every 
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page—teat, ilustrations, and advertiements, 

The National Gengraphic Society has 
bought [ts paper from the Champion-Inter- 
nauioni! Company siner 1913, 

Across the river in near-by North Andover 
I called on two granddaughters of Capt, 
Nathaniel Stevens, who started a woolen mill 
there in 1813, In fact, fourth amd fifth gen- 
eration deseendants of Captain Nat now rut 
the successor compamy, J.P. Stevens & Con 
pany, Ine, which operates more than 30 
whilen, worsted, cotton, anid rayon mills in 
different parts of the country and is one of 
the largest textile manufacturing companies 
in the word. 

Between 1800 and 1813 many woolen mills 
were started as family enterprises. Ench de- 
pression took its toll owners did not have 
sons to follow them, or the sans went into 
other occupations, By 1918 only three fami- 
Ties, one of them the Stevens, carried on mills 
their forebeurs had started. Since then the 
Stevens have bought out the other two family 
interests,

Phillips Academics Founded During 
Revalution 


Both schools were founded during the 
American Revolution by the wealthy ané 
patriotic Phillips family. Andover, stightly 
the older of the two, was founded by 
Phillips and his brother John, large! 
instance of Samuel Phillips, Jr., then only 26 
veare old and one of the few original minds im 
American education, John Phillips founded 
Extter, 

‘The two schools have a few slight differences 
and many striking similarities. Andover hus 
a headmaster, Exeter 1 principal. Andover 
“hil tends toward oo dignified, elegant 
beauty (page 121); Exeter's beauty partakes 
more of the quiet, homey <implicity of a 
smill, elm-shaded New England town, 

But the buildings of both schools are finer 
and the campuses more extensive than those 
of many colleges and universities. Both have 
had great benefactors and each has a Inge 
endowment, low cost of tuition, muny scholar- 
ships; large alumni body, large smdent body, 
and each draws from a broad section of the 
Population, socially and geowraphically, 

Both also have had many famous graduates: 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and Samuel FL Be. 
Morse went to Andover; Daniel Webster's 
father took him to Exeter on horseback. Each 
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prepares fur substantially the same universi- 
ties, Yale anc Harvard. 

Used now as the Andover dean's house is 
the long-time home of Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
author of Uncle Tom's Cabin, On Main 
Street is the house, also the property of the 
Academy, in which a theological student, 
Samuel FP. Smith, wrote America. 

Young Smith earned his way by translating 
poems and songs, A musician sent him a 
patristic song, avcompanied by the music 
While humming over the music Smith decide! 
to write a patriotic song of his own, anc 
dashed off the verses of America, virtually as 
they are now, in less than half an hour. 

Seven nviles from Lawrence i another in 
dustrial river city, Haverhill, shoe manufactur- 
ing center for 150 years, and still a center for 
women's shoes, especially the inexpensive, 
novelty type—a highly competitive, Muctuat— 
ing business (opposite). 

‘This isa very old settlement, The original 
Indian deed of 1642 may be seen in the 
archives of the Haverhill Historical Society: 
also the Haverhill petition of 1842. asking for 
the dissolution of the Union, this having been 
4 short-lived attempt to meet Southern seces- 
sionists on their own ground. 

R. HL Macy, who founded the great New 
York department stére, began his business in 
Haverhill in 1851, and ot that early date 
advertised bargains, 

For more than half a century in early days 
Haverbill settlers tilled their fields with 
mitskets always handy and a wary eve for 
atticking Indians; there was even talk of 
abandoning the settlement. 

On Mareh 15, 1697, Thomas Duston was 
working on his farm when hostile Indians 
attacked. His wife, Hannah, had given birth 
toa child only a few days before ancl lay in 
bed. He tried to rescue her, bit the Indians 
got between him-and the house. Exchanging 
fire with them, he shepherded his other seven 
children, two to seventeen years old, to the 
nearest gurrison, 

The Indians went off with Hannah, ber 
nurse, Mary Neff, and the infant, whom, how- 
ever, they quiekly killed. Hannah and Mary 
were tuken to a small island in the Merrimack 
River, a few miles north of Concord, where 
there were 12 Indians and 2 young captive. 
i4-year-ald Samuel Leonardson, wha hart 
learned to speak the Indian dialect. Hannah 
instructed him to find out from the Indians 
the easiest way to kill and scalp a person. 

One night the three captives, Jed by Hannah, 
killed and scalped 10 of the Indinns, escaped, 
and eventually reached Haverhill, Considered 
by many an improbable tale, the story has 
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(One of Ameshury’e eld industrivs has can- 
tinued and grown, Here is the headquarters 
of the Merrimac Tat Corporation, whose 
plants in Amesbury and elsewhere turn out 
12 milion hat bodies and trimmed bats in a 
single vear (page 129), 

Late in summer I tode along the unfre- 
quented River and Pléasant Valley Roads be- 
tween Merrimacport and Amesbyry, both 
shores of the river ablaze with purple loose- 
strife and goldenrod_ 

The river is, beyond question, seriously pol- 
tuted by chemicals from humddreds of mills, 
but the banks, even near the great industrial 
cities, are singularly green and unspoiled, 
Whittler, who looked askanwe upon his -valley’s 
rapid industrinlization, would be happy to 
know that this much, at least, is saved. 

Newburyport, three miles from the mouth 
of the Merrimack, is long and narrow and 
rans parallel to the tiver, ‘Those who lived 
ip the northwestern portion af this historic 
strip long were known as “upalongers” and 
those whe lived in the other direction as 
“dewnalongers.”” 

When it was separated from ancient New- 
bury itv 1764, Newhuryport was the smallest 
town in aren in Massachusetts; indeed the 
jocose saying went tha! there was no place in 
the city "from which a strong runner cannot 
reach the river in three minutes.” 

Along the entire length of High Street, 
which runs several miles from one end of the 
elty to the other, is perhaps the largest and 
most notable collection of square, well-pro- 
portioned, three-story 18th-century houses to 
be found anywhere in the country (page 1221. 

Similar houses are to he found elsewhere, 
but nowhere else are they more beautifully on 
parade, with their deep Lewns and many trees. 
At any tate, the city maintains an unm 
takable favor of long-gone maritime greatness, 
perhaps hecause much of it is sy well pre 
serve that memories of the “wealth, tasne, 
and elegance” noted by famous early visitors 
still linger. 


Famous Sons of Newburyport 


Boston drew several of its great families, 
Including the Lowells, from Newburyport, and 
numerous famous men were born, lived, or 
died there, 

Among these were William Lloyd Garrison, 
the abolitionist; Maj. Gen. A. W. Greely, dis- 
tinguisher! Aretic exploter, one of the found- 
ers of the National Geographic Society 
for 47 years a member of its Board of 
‘Trustees; and Dr Edwin A_ Grosvenor, 
historian, linguist. archeologist, author, and 
poet, and father af Dr, Gilbert Grosvenor, 
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President of the National Geographiy Society. 
In a vault under the First fi 
Chureh ace the remains of George Whitefield, 
who ranked close to Jol Wesley as a pro- 
ponent of Methodism, He preached 15,000 
sermons, and the founding of such colleges 
as Princeton, Dartmouth, Brown, and Rutgers 
was partly due to the “Great Awakening” 

he inspired 

Age has its place in Newburyport. 1 called 
on Henry Bailey Little, then 97 years old 
and for 50 years president of the Newluryport 
Institution for Sayings. if it were true 
that he goes to the hank every day. he replied 
in rather a buff, “7 can only come five days a 
week becansé the hank is closed on Saturday, 
a great mistake.” 


Silver Company Deseended fron 
Bloeksmith 


The little old city has one very larite antl 
artive industry near the river, the Towle Man- 
ufacturing Company, with 900 employers, 
engaged in making sterling silver (page 129). 
This business has increased several fold in 
the Inst $0 years as larger and larger seg- 
ments of the feminine population buy fine 
silver, sterling being as nearly solid silver as 
will stand wear and tear. 

There are some 80 processes in the lome 
operation of mitking a knife, fork, or spoun. 
The first is to cut blanks from great slabs 
of silver, and the last is naturally the final 
polishing. 

The Towle Manufacturing Company fs: the 
direct successor of one William Moulton, who 
in $690 set up as a black-and-white smith ii 
Newbury, which means that in addition to the 
usual blacksmith work he fashioned nietals, 
including silver, 

For more than a century the Merrimack 
has been the very symbol of a prosaic, hird- 
working river, the drudge of industry. Yet 
much of its course, fram mountain to sea, is 
marked by charm and actunl beauty, now 
even as in the days of the early settlers, 

Passing Newburyport, the river broadens 
out, and before it flows between two break- 
waters into the sea, jt is flanked by far-ilung 
salt marshes, on the north and south shores 
alike. 

Whittier spoke of seeing “The far. low coust- 
line stretch away to where our river meets the 
sea," and as the last few months of his long 
life neared their end be gazed more and more 
upon the serene beauty of these great salt 
qnarshes.
